THE DAY IN REVIEW. 
TWO NEW FAILURES. 

New Yorn, May 15:—([Speciai.}—Two addi- 
tional failures were announced in Wall street 
today. One produced but little disturbing et- 
fect, while the other aroused an extraordinary 
commotion. Until the unexpected suspension 
of Fisk & Hatch at 2:35 o'clock p. m. the situa- 
tion in the street was encouraging. The stock 
market opened with a general advance on 
Wednesday’s prices, and remained fairly steady 
throughout the day. The resumption of busi- 
ness at noon by the Metropolitan Bank helped 
to restore confidence, and the practical guar- 
antee by the Clearmg-House Association 
of the stability of all banks exer- 
cised a very reassuring influence. Stock 


with the conviction that good properties 
were secure. It was getierally believed that 
the force of the storm was spent, and nobody 
seemed to fear the clearing-up drippings. Un- 
usually large crowds had assembled in the vi- 
cinity of Wall street in anticipation of a repe- 
tition of the stirring events of yesterday. Be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock the broad steps Sf the 
Sub-Treasury were completely filled. Among 
the regular habitués of Wall street there was a 
noticeable absence of feeling. 

The frst exciting event in the Stock Ex- 
change was the remarkable tumble in the price 
of the Bankers’ & Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany. Then the suspension of A. W. Dimock, 
President of the company, was announced,

Hundreds of people elbowed their way into 
the galleries at each end of the great trading- 
room, but they saw no evide of trouble or 
anxiety. Reports that outside capital was be- 
ing used in the purchase of gvod stocks for in- 
vest ment were circulated early in the day, and 
the same reports also credited Jay Gould with 
bemg a steady buyer. After the first hour of 
the day’s business had passed the rapid increase 
of confidence and cheerfulness was per- 
ceptible to all observers. Half a dozen 
large firms, representing foreign corpora- 
tions and capitalists, caused the statement to be 
issued that they had received orders to buy 
liberally of the best stocks. Ina few instances 
down-town banks made preparations for 
runs by converting large blocks of securi- 
ties into cash. Numerous applications were 


notes, and more than $3,000,000 in bills of the 
denominations of $5, $10. $20, and $50 were 
paid out by the Goverument institution in ex- 
change for gold certificates. Cashier Floyd 
stated late in the day that in spite of this un- 
usual drain the -vauits of the Sub- Treasury 
still contained upward of $6,000,000 of legal- 
tender notes. 


GILMORRE’S BAND. 

Rumors were widely circulated about noon 
that some of the. banks were calling in 
their loans and thereby causing great incon- 
venience of the ission-h 
carrying heavy loads of stocks. President 
Baldwin, of the Fourth National Bank, said 
that he knew of no bank that was pressing its 
customers, and he believed that the rumors 
were wholly unfounded. 

But few of the strangers who went down into 
Wall street to witness a panic remained after 
11:80 o’clock. From thathour until 2:30 p. m. 
the vicinity of the Stock Exchange pre- 
sented no unusual appearance so far as the 
assemblages of the people were concerned. 
The music of Gilmore’s Band at the head of 
the Twenty-second Regiment, marching down 
Broadway, attracted the attention of several 
hundred Wall street men about 2 o’clock. The 
fun-loving Gilmore, with his usual apprecia- 
tion of the fitness of things, caused his band to 
play The Heart Bowed Down” in front of 
the Metropolitan Bank and “Wait Till the 
Clouds Roll By” while passing the head of 
Wall street. The hand was enthusiastically 
cheered. mt 

THE FISK & HATCH COLLAPSE. 

Just as the members ot the stock exchange 
were cOngratulating themselves that the day 
was about to close without any serious dis- 
aster, the Chairman rapped sharply for order 
and read the announcement of the suspension 
of the well-known firm of Fisk & Hatch, the 
most active member of which was the Presi- 
dent of the exchange. It was just 2:40 o'clock. 
Consternation instantly seized upon the as- 
sembied brokers, and a prolonged whistle of 
astonishment rang through the room. A large 
number of the brokers at once 
male their way out of the  ex- 
change building and carried the unwelcome 
news to their respective offices. The report 
spread through the streets with the rapidity of 
the wind and soon 500 excited men crowded 
Nassau street in front of Fisk & Hatch’s office. 
The great iron doors of this office were closed 
in the faces of the multitude at exactly 2:50 p. 
m. Great excitement prevailed during the re- 
mainder of the afternoon, and the feeling of 
confidence and security that seemed to have 
been established melted away in a twinkling.

Ex-President George I. Seney said this after- 
noon@hat the cause of the suspension of the 
Metropolitan Bank was the alarm created in 
the minds of depositors by the constant attacks 
made in the newspapers upon himself as Presi- 
dent of the bank, coupliig his name with gi- 
gantic schemes, with many of which he never 
had anything to do. Three-quarters of the 
stories published about him in connection with 
syndicates controlling large blocks of cap 
he said, were pure fabrications, but the depos- 
itors believed them, and became for 
the safety of their funds in the bank. 

“There has been no defaication in the 
bank,” said Mr. Seney, and no officer has 
been guilty of anything that is not strictly 
honest and proper.

New Yorx, May 15.—{Special.]—As early as 
8 o’clock this morning the steps leading to the 
office of Russell Sage, No. 71 Broadway, were 
filled with messenger-boys and brokers’ clerks 
armed with stocks and notifigations of securi- 
ties to be tendered to Mr. Sage on his putz.“ 
Mr. Sage, with his usual foresight and pru- 
dence, had taken all proper precautions to 
guard against any greater tax upon his re- 
sources than could be prevented, and, accord- 
ing to the story current in the street and uni- 
versally believed, the proportion of actual 
messengers and the dummies. placed in 
line by Mr. Sage himself to impede the 
delivery of notices was about one to five. 
Promptly at 10 o’clock the doors of the office 
were thrown open, and a wild, indiscriminate 
rush to the inner room was made. The process 
of receiying the stocks and the payment of 
checks was begun and carried on up to 1:80 in 
a most deliberate fashion, and at that hour the 
amount of stocks taken in was comparatively 
small, and the last of the line which had formed 
in the morning had not got upto the tellers 
wicket with their notes. At 1:30 the doors 
were closed, the olerks saying that no more 
stocks could be taken, and no more privi- 
leges stamped with the acceptance of 
the notice for delivery today. When 
that was done an unearthly howl went up 
from the crowd of 150 who were waiting on the 
landing ontside with the notices.

It provides that 
it shall not be lawful for any President, 
Cashier, Teller, or other chief executive officer 
of any National banking association having a 
capital stock of $200,000 or upwards to engage 
in speculation in stocks, bonds, or other se- 
ceurities, or in grain, provisions, produce, 
or oil, or in margins, on his own individual 
account or for his own personal profit, either 
directly or indirectly, or to have any partner- 
ship or other financial interest in the opera- 
tions of any private banking or brokerage 
firm or business.” ‘The penalty for the viola- 
tion of such law, if passed, is fixed by the 
bill at not less than one nor more than five 
years. 


CRIMINAL SPECULATION. 

The criminal features of the Wall-street 
panic should not be overlooked. In nearly 
all the failures which have precipitated the 
New York troubles there are evidences of 
illegitimate methods, false pretenses, the be- 
trayal of trusts, and the misappropriation of 
other people’s money. The first shock came 
in the announcement of the contemporaneous 
suspension of Grant & Ward and the Marine 
National Bank. Fish, the President of the 
bank, was a member of the Wall-street firm, 
and it soon became apparent that the ample 
resources of the bank had been risked in in- 
dividual speculations. The career of Grant 
& Ward seems to have been a long succession

Government contracts, and of course every- 
body was ready to enjoy exorbitant profits 
realized by swindling the Government. The

are criminal. They merit the severest pun- 
ishment. The men in Wall street who have 
been speculating with other people’s money 
obtained by false pretenses or appropriated 
out of bank deposits and trust funds ought 
to be sent to the penitentiary. The poor 
wretch who steals to keep his family from 
starving finds no mercy at the hands ef the 
courts, but the big thieves engage in villain- 
ous operations which lead to panics and the 
universal distress which almost compel the 
poor to steal in order to relieve dire necessity. 
The Wall-street thieves are certainly worse 
than the small sneak-thieves; their methods 
are equally criminal and the results much 
more pernicious. The recent flurry in Wall 
street ought not to be settied up without send- 
ing some people to the penitentiary. 


THE COPIAH COUNTY FARCE ENDED 
The trial of Wheeler at Hazlehurst, Miss., 
for the murder of Matthews has ended with 
the acquittal of the murderer. It will be re- 
membered that Matthews was a prominent 
Republican of Copiah County, who was ob- 
noxious to the Bourbons of his neighborhood. 
Upon the approach of the November election 
the Bourbons of Hazichurst held a public 
meeting at which Matthews was notified that 
he must not appear at the polls election- 
day, and the man Wheeler was selected to 
„remove him if he did appear, as a warn- 
ing to other Republicans that they must not 
attempt to interfere with alleged Bourbon 
majorities, Matthews, being a courageous 
man, paid no heed to the warning, went to 
the polls, and as he was about to vote was 
shot from behind by Wheeler and killed. 
The murderer had no personal quarrel with 
his victim—indeed, only an evening or two 


Matthews family and enjoyed their hospital- 
ity. He did the infamous work to which he 
had been assigned by his Bourbon associates. 
No inquest was held upon the body of 
Matthews, the Coroner having been notified 
by the Sheriff that it was unnecessary. No 
complaint was lodged against the murderer. 
The only cognizance of the awful deed was 
at a publie meeting of Bourbons who passed 
resolutions justifying and applauding the act 
and notifying other members of the family 
that they would be treated in a similar man- 
ner if they took any part in politics. At a 
subsequent local election the murderer was 
rewarded by being made City Marshal of 
Hazlehurst. 

The trial was a faree from beginning to 
end. It is nearly six months since the kill- 
ug. all of which time the murderer had been 
at large and exercising the duties of a public 
office, no action having been taken by the 
authorities until about a week ago, and that 
action would not have been taken had it not 
been for the investigation of the crime by 
the special committee appointed by the Sen- 
ate. That committee, of which Senator 
Hoar was Chairman, made a patient and 
thorough examination of all the circumstan- 
ces connected with the crime, and reported, 
in accordance with the testimony, that it was 
a political murder, deliberately planned and 
catried out for a political purpose. To offset 
the effect of that report, at this late date—six 
months after the commission of the murder— 
Wheeler has been arraigned and tried 
for the crime, with the result as above 
stated, though there was no question 
as to the leading issues in the 
case. No one expected, there or elsewhere, 
that Wheeler would be convicted, No jury 
could have been impaneled in Copiah County 
that would have convicted him, for no jury- 
man’s life would have been safe after such a 
verdict. So the farce is ended, but it has not 
altered the situation. The Senate Commit- 
tee’s report remains unchallenged, Wheeler 
remains a rewarded murderer, and the charge

CHICAGO IN 1873 AND 1884. 
Chicago business-rhen who are inclined to 
be depressed by the recent failures in Wall 
street and the ominous aspects of the finan- 
cial situation cannot« do better than reflect 


on the comparative conditions of this city 


when the panic of 1873 came and those which 
prevail today in the face of a much less seri- 
ous crisis. | 

In September, 1878, Chicago was strug- 
gling with the work of rebuilding the burned 
districts of 1871. Searcely two years had 
elapsed since the visitation of the most ex- 
tensive firein the history of the world, in 
which fully $175,000,000 had been destroyed 
in excess of the insurance recovered. This 
disaster had served, it is true, to reveal and 
develop the peculiar energy of Chicago peo- 
ple, but it was at the same time a terrible 
shock, and its effects were bound to be felt 
for many years to come. The work of re- 


for interest was exorbitant, ranging all the 
way from 8 to 12 per cent, according to the 
amount borrowed and the character of the 
security, Tlie extraordinary activity in build- 
ing operations increased the cost of labor and 
materiais nearly twofold, and there was still 
a feeling of uncertainty whether the courage 
of the ‘Chicago le had not outstripped 
their discretion in effort to restore a deso- 
lated city immediately upon a more magnifi- 
cent scale than ever. It was at this critical 
period that the panic struck the city. It came 
like the blight of black frost” on vegeta- 
tion, Credit was congealed. The most 
sanguine natures were alarmed, Business 
was paralyzed. Building projects were 
abandoned, and much of the work actually 
begun was suspended. No more money could 
be borrowed to continue enterprises which 
were already under way. 
and profits disappearefl. Men found it im- 
possible to meet their interest, and prop- 
erty was sold out under mortgages. Bank- 
ruptey became contagious. Banks failed, 
and the whole system of savings institutions 
went to the ground, carrying dismay into the 
homes of the working people. The manu- 
facturing concerns were crippled, and tens of 
thousands of laborers were thrown out of 
employment, The distress threatened to be 
universal, For three or four years matters 
grew worse. Hundreds of old citizens were 
ruined and their property sacrificed at a frac- 
tion of its value. Real estate became practi- 
cally unsalable at any price. The courts were 
choked with litigation growing out of busi- 
ness troubles and looking to general liquida- 
tion. In the summer of 1874 another fire oc- 
curred which destroyed several blocks of 
buildings, increased the cost of insurance, 
and helped to intensify the general sense of 
distrust which already prevailed. There was 
never a time in the history of this or any 
other commercial community when the con- 
ditions were so unfavorable for resisting the 
demoralization of a panic. 

The present state of affairs in Chicago of- 
fers a cheerful contrast to the deplorable con- 
ditions of the fall of 1873. Even if there 
were reason te apprehend another sweeping 
panle Chicago has now an inherent power of 
resistance which would enable it to stem the 
torrent at this point, and the stock-gamblers’ 
panic in New York might rage and explode 
still further without making a serious im- 
pression here. There is a general condition 
of solvency in Chicago, and, better still, uni- 
versal confidence in that fact.

The tulip mania of Holland, the South Sea 
bubble of France, the real-estate panic of 
1837 in this country, the stump-tall bank-note 
panic of 1857, the railroad panic of 1873, 
have all had their distinctive features, The 
business world gains from each collapse some 
lesson of experience which if it does not 
save it from having a new disaster every 
once in a while at least protects it from go- 
ing to pleces more than once un investments 
in tulips, or real-estate lots on the top of 
Mount Chocorua. 

What this country has been buying too 
freely in the last few years with the disas- 
trous results that have lately become pain- 
fully apparent is—Trustees. Our wealth has. 
accumulated in every direction so rapidly that 
we have not deen able to take care of it by 
the old-fashioned methods of personal super- 
intendence, and have had to confide its care 
and management to Trustees, Our great fac- 
tories are run by eorporations whose stock- 
holders must of necessity leave the adminis- 
tration of the business to Trustees; our banks 
are run by Trustees; our railroad-stock hold- 
ers have to depute the conservation and de- 
velopment of their immense interests to 
Trustees. Hundreds of millions of dollars 
are in the hands of the Trustees of the great 
insufance companies that have sprung up 
within a generation, and the real owners of 
these vast properties are so scattered and 
hold such small interests that it is not at all 
likely that one-half of them will ever in the 
case of many of the companies come to- 
gether, — 

The opportunities of this system for 
scoundrelism are obvious. If no one saw it 
before, the events of the last month have 
forced it on the attention of the blindest. 
The astounding disclosures with regard to 
the Marine National Bank, the Second Na- 
tional Bank, the M itan National 
Bank, the firm of Grant & Ward, and in other 
similar concerns in New York and other 
parts of the country have been lurid revela- 
tions of the character of some of the men who 
have pushed themselves forward in our busi- 
ness world as professional Trustees. If this 
sort of thing goes on much longer the new

The circumstances les up to 
unfortunate affair are oriefly these: A firt 
named Howard, Barnes 4 Co. doing 
a distilling dusiness here at the close of the 
War, failed, and thirty or forty attachments 
were issued, Judge Reid was the attorney 
for the firm, and J. J. Cornelison, an attorney 
here, was for the plaintiff. A second suit grew 
dut ot thié, Cornélison suing Howald for a 
note and engaging Judge Reid as his lawyer. 
The case was decided in favor ot Cornefison, 
and it was thén taken to the Superior Court 
and the decision reversed. The case was pend- 
ing in the Superior Court of Kentucky on a 
petition for rehearing until lately, when it was 
overruled. When the opinion was delivered 
by Judges Richards and Bowden, Curneilson 
was away, and, on returning here, he got the 
written opinion, and seeing several annota- 
tions on the margin, thought them to be in the 
writing of Judge Reid. Corneilson met Judge 
Reid afterwards and accused him of influencing 
the case against him, and spoke of a statement 
made to him that Reid had told Howard to 
have bis case taken before his (the Superior) 
court, where he would zee it was reversed, 
Reid did not deny the allegation, but, Corneil- 
son says, turbed away and acted in & manner 
that led him to believe Reid was guilty of the 
charge. 

THE COWRIDING. 

Afterwards Corueilson prepared a petition 
for rebearing and April 16 called Judge Reid 
into his office to read it. No one else. was in 
the Office, and Cornéiison handed Judge Reid 
the decision of the court in the Howard-Cor- 
neilson case, which reflected severély on him 
(Corneiison). After Reid had perused some 
pages Corneilson remarked: 

That ie an infamous thing, and I believe, 
Judge Reid ou ars responsible for it.“ 

Reid attempted to explain, but Corneilson 
would not listen to Reid's statement that he 
was innocent, and drawing a cowhide from un- 
der his coat, began beating Judge Reid with it 
over the head and in the face. Reid attempted 
to use his cane, when it was struck from his 
band by Corueilson. Reid then ran out of the 
office, Corneilson pushing him until stopped by 
friends of Judge Reid. 

SUBSEQUENT ACTION. 

The affair created great excitement. Cor- 
neilson was expelled from his church, burned in 
effigy, and was the subject of several indigna- 
tion meetings. Cornéiison was arrested and 
beld over to court, gave bond, and was released.

Several of the leading bankers expressed the 
opinion yesterday that the worst of the finaa- 
cia! disturbance was over, that the dispatches 
from New York showed an improvement in the 
feeling. and that we might now expect a more 
normal condition of affairs. The serious ques- 
tion now is whether thete will be any scare 
among the country banks, and if so whether 
this will depress mereantile business and re- 
strict enterprise, Tuere were rumors yester- 
day that some of the.éonntry institutions in 
the West were showing signs of undue 
nervousness, but nothing of avery alarming 
nature Was found to be true. The banks of the 
West are evidently tating measures to provide 
against contingencies. Large amounts of cur- 
rency were ordered by them in this city yester- 
day, Kansas City, Omaha, and st. Paul being 
among the points from which such orders were 
received. Nevertheless, considerable amounts 
of country balances remain in the banks of 
this city. One of our largest institutions re- 
ported that its Correspondent in Kansas City 
had left its balance undisturbed, although the 
Missouri town is one of the points from which 
the most panicky rumors have been received. 

There is apparently no disposition jn this a 
to withdraw money fromm the banks, and 
the only change in the situation is that 
banks are not secking borrowers as they have 
been for many weeks past. They are quite 
willing that their lcan account shouid be at a 
low ebb for the present. A considerable bulk 
of Eastern exchange was sold here, but it was 
weak at 800 discount—that is, at the currency 
shipping point. Some of the local banks or- 
dered currency from the metropolis rather 
than sell exchange at the prevailing rates. Dis- 
patches were received from NewYork stating 
that currency orderod had been sent, though 
under the arrangement by which the clearing- 
house banks have formed a pool for mutual 
protection.it would not be surprising if some 
of the banks did not respond to such calls. In 
one case where currency was ordered gold was 
shipped instead. 

Foreign exchange Was demoralized and the 
quotations were regarded as nominal in this 
city. The leading drawers in New York re- 
duced their rates early in the day. The quota- 
tions bere were 486% for sixty day bankers’ 
bills and 488% for demand, business being done 
at 485% and 487%.. Commercial sixty days 
sold at 488@484. These figures are in wide con- 
trast with those of the period when specie was 
going out of the country rapidly...

THE LUMBER MARKET. 


A Good Inquiry Noted—The Supply 
Becoming Scarcer—The Runs. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 15.—[Special.}— 
There is a good inquiry for lumber, but each 
order makes the succeeding one more difficult 
to fill, and dealers are daily becoming more in- 
dependent. While some insist that prices are 
firm aud unchanged others intimate that there 
is a slight weakening. It is stated on good au- 
thority that a number of the lumbermen are 
now making a 5 per cent discount for cash in- 
stead of 8 per cent, as allowed in the agree- 
ment which nearly all of them have signed. 
The amount of dry ſumder in the mar 
ket is “so nearly exhausted that the 
buying and selling between the dealers 
amounts to very little. As soon as it is wholly 
cleaned up the shipping of green lumber will 
begin again, and in fact considerabie is now 
being shipped out among the dry lumber. The 
proportionate weights of green and dry lumber 


Pare about five to two and a habt, te former 


weighing about five pounds to the foot and 
the latter two and a half. This makes the 
freight ‘on green lumber about twice as much 
as the dry, and outside dealers seriously 
object to paying the advance in addition to 
the double ight charges Hence it is 
urged that the advance will be difficult to sus 
tain. Then, even if there was enough dry 
lumber to fll the demand for a short time, the 
supuly will be greatly increased comparative! 
soon. The logs which are now being sa 
and which will be operated upon for considera- 
ble time are old ve lain so long 
that ali the sap and pitch bave worked out, and 
they are only soaked with water. This will dry 
out in two months at the longest when the 
lumber is piled, and in that time there will be a 
bountiful . of dry lumber.
